Hope Hospital's Debt Problem. 


Hope hospital has just begun work in an organized 


effort to lift an indebtedness of some $32,000 against 
which the institution has been straggling for many years, 
and the report of Miss Anna A. Lowry, president ot the 
Woman's Hope hospital committee, summarized m Ihe 
Sentinel on Saturday, not only explains in detail the con- 
ditions under which the indebtedness has increased rathei 
than diminished, but argues convincingly both as to the 
public necessity for the institution and as to Hope hospi- 
tal's claims upon Fort Wayne's favor and its bemueence. 


Until ouc is able to get away from the erroneous im- 


pression that a public hospital is a business institution, or 
canized for financial gain and managed, with a view pi re 
turning dividends, there can never be a true appreciation 
of the "relation which it holds to a community. Money 
making has never been a consideration with any of th* 
Fort Wayne hospitals, and in none of them do the annua 
revenues from the care of patients even approximately ap 
proach the actual operating expenses and upkeep ot tn 
institutions. There must be income from some other 


' source to cover the deficit-, and however difficult this is to 


secure and however much it adds to the burden of those 
who from a humane spirit and a kindly interest in human- 
ity have voluntarily shouldered the task of keeping the 
hospitals in operation, it alone makes possible expert care 
for countless hundreds whose financial resources are to- 
tally inadequate to meet the expense that would yield a 
financial profit for the care given. 
• 


Then, also, much absolute charity work is done bj 


Hope hospital, as well as by other hospitals of the city. It 
receives and cares for each year a considerable number ot 
patients who are unable to pay anything. When illness 
and the urgent necessity for the hospital comes, it is no 
tune for hair-splitting over the question of the patient s 
ability to pay. If there is room in the institution, and any 
possible way can be found to carry the financial burden 
the patient "is admitted.- Still another element that cuts 
largely into the financial returns to a hospital is the f ac 
that many patients, perhaps after extended illness,, leave 
the hospital with bills partially or wholly unpaid f or th 
reason that they are unable at the tune to meet them 


-- Some of these are paid later, others are partially paid n 


small installments coming at long and irregular intervals 
and still others are never paid at all, however good the in- 
tentions of the patients may have been. 


' These conditions constitute a terrific drain, and yet 


to obviate them by placing the fees up to a figure that 
would guarantee a profit and to admit only such patients 
as could give absolute security as to payment would not 
only close the doors of the institution to all save the well- 
to-do, but would violate the whole spirit'of the movement 
under which Hope hospital was launched and which has 
carried it through years of financial struggle, with only

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Dr. E. J. McOscar Writes of an Inspection Tour in 


Philippines urith Acting Governor General Uloert 


Fort 
Wayne 
Physician, 


Touring the Orient, Tells 
Entertainingly of His Trip 
and of Progress Made in 
Uncle Sam's Island Pos 
sessions in Far East.

In it Dr. McOscar describe 
entertainingly his observations and hi 
experiences, including an inspection tou 
of the Philippine* mad* by Acting Go% 
crnor General X. W. Gilbert, former! 
congressman from 
this district. D 


McOscar'* letter follow*-. 


Manila, P. I., April 15.-Good fortune 


favored the voyage of the Japanese 
steamer Shinyo Maru on her first trip 
to Manila from 
the coast of Japan. 


There were no storms to disturb the 
sea and the four days occupied in mak- 
ing the journey -pf 
thirteen hundred 


miles passed as pleasantly and as com- 
fortably as would a like period on a 
quiet lake or river in our own country 
in the latter days of June. During the 
greater part of 
th* 
second day the 


mountainous coast of the island of For- 
mosa was in view on our right, and 
for a day before arriving at Manila the 
coast of 
Luzon appeared 
and disap- 


peared as we sailed southwest along its 
western short. 


Early in the morning we pused Cor- 


reeidor Island and were in Manila, bay. 
The island is the strongly fortified de- 
fence of the bay situated two and a 
half miles from the no'rth shore and 
about flvo »nd ft half miles from the 
south, thus dividing the entrance into 
two channels, and with the fortified 
Frsile island near the south Mde com- 
prises an effective 
guard against all 


comers. 
About twenty-four 
miles to 


the east we passed Cavite, on the south 
side of the bay, before which the Span- 
iih fleet went down, and six miles far- 
ther to the east the mammoth ship 
Bided up to the dock at Manila. As all 
previous landings in the 
Orient had 


been mnde by means of small tenders 
from ship to shore, this, fust evidence
